“BOODLER” CLEARY. — 


IMPORTANT TESTIMONY IN THE TRIAL OF 
THE ALDERMAN TO-DAY, 


— | 


Corporation Counsel Lacombe’s Evidence 
Regarding the Legality of the Fran- 
chise—Opening Address of Counsel for the 
Defense—The New York Press and Katie 
Metz Denounced. 


NEW YORK, March 21.—Theé trial of ex- Alder- 

man Cleary for bribery, was continued to-day 
inthe court of Oyer and Terminer. George 
B. Powell, mechanical engineer, was the 
first witness. He was the employe of thie 
Broadway Surface Railway Company in 184, 
his business being to solicit the sanction of 
Broadway property holders and business men 
to the giving of the franchise to the Broadway 
Company. 
, He did not obtain the consent of a majority. 
He said Moloney, Keenan and De Lacy were 
frequenters of the office of the Broadway road 
after May or June, 18S¢. 

Charles E. Miller of the law firm of Deviin & 
Miller was a new witness. He testified that as 


counsel for Caroline Horner and Albertina 
Matthews he solid to Stephen) A. Walker, as 
attorney for Thomas Cleary, in November, 
1885, a piece of Cedar street preperty for which 
$11,000 was paid, $10,000 of that amount being 
in $1,000 bills. Mr. Walker took the stand and 
testified that he Was not sure that the money 
was paid in $1,000 bills. 

Corporation Counsel] E. Henry Lacombe tes- 
tified that he knew nothing about the settle- 
ment of the action of the ladies against the 
city until it was consummated. On cross-ex- 
amination the witness said he had no. doubt 
that the meeting of the Board of Aldermen 
heid at 9 o’clock on Saturday morning, August 
30, 1884, was illegal for lack of notice and that 
its action conferred no rights on anyone. He 
said thatthe second injunction obtained by 
him at the instigation of Mayor Edson was on 
the ground that the Board of Aldermen could 
not legally give a consent to the Broadway 
Road, recognizing an agreement between that 
road and the Seventh Avenue Road, which was 
of itself illegal. Mr. Bright was heard by Jus- 
tice Barrett, in opposition to that injunction 
November 12, and then Justice Barrett modi- 
fied the injunction, permitting the Board to 
grant the franchise under certain contingent 
agreements of the Broadway Road. The fran- 
chise was passed nextday. The witness said 
there was no discussion, consultation or ar- 
rival at a conclusion between him, Mr. Bright, 
Mr. Cozzens and Justice Barrett. 

WHY THE FRANCHISE WAS PASSED. 

The franchise was passed in consequence of 
Justice Barrett’s order, and thereafter there 
was noaction in the matter by the city. As 
corporation counsel, Mr. Lacombe approved 
it. He regarded the stipulations of the fran- 
chise as sufficient to protect the city inthe 
matter of the percentages, and that the 40,000 
rental for the road to the city was not far out 
ofthe way. The percentages and rental bad 
been paid regularly ever’ since. The 
percentages amounted to $9,871, from 
June 1885, when the road was 
completed, to September 30, 188. The’ first 
year’s rental, $40,000, was paid last June. On 
September 30 last the percentage was paid 
again. Itamounted to $1,089, making a total 
of $30,000 paid by the road. Allthe other city 
roads in eleven years have paid only $173,000. 

Mr. Shafer offered the uqual motions that 
Cleary could not: be convicted on the first 
count, as an Alderman was nota State ollicer; 
that the testimony of Full ff and Duffy be 
stricken out as perjurerss’, aad to discharge 
Cleary on the ground of lack of evidence. 
They were denied by the Court, asinthe other 
trials. 

THE DEFENSE. 

Mr. Shafer, in opening for the defense, ex- 
pressed his astonishment that, in face of the 
evidence of Mr. Lacombe, Cleary should be 
tried for acrime punishable with ten years in 

rison for doing what was sanctioned by his 
lonor himseltand indorsed by Mr. Lacombe 
as corporation counsel. The advocate cluimed 
that Cleary was not arich man, but was paying 
for his defense out of the little money he had 
accumulated. The Equitable Insurance Com- 
pany was not paying acent. Cleary was their 
trusted employe. When he was indicted he 
tendered hisresignation to the company, but 
they refused it. Mr. Shafer spoke of Katie 
Metz as ‘‘that giddy girl,’’ He spoke of 
Cleary’s early life and his struggles when he 
had no.time for the study of those accom- 
plishments which grace the District Attor- 
ney’s office. Cleary knew thatthe Broadway 
road could connect with the Broadway 
and Seventh avenue, and carry passengers 
from the Battery to Central Park for one fare, 
and without change of cars. Mr. Shafer said 
the newspapers had tried to frighten Cleary 
out of the city. Inducements had been offered 
him torunaway, but he remained like any 
honest man to meet his accusers. He spoke 
ofthe story of Katie Metz as gotten up by 
Detective Robertson, whomthe prosecution 
dared not put on the stand. Mr. Shafer 
thought that Cleary could not get a fair 
trial when men who acknowledged themselves 
as believing him guilty weré on the jury. 
Every newspaper but oneinthe city had de- 
manded the conviction of Cleary datly since 
the trial had begun. Mr. Shafer said that an 
Albany judge dismissed a case to another 
county, even after paft of a jury was obtained, 
because the Evening Journal had that day said 
the accused was guilty and should be con- 
victed. A Troy judge did the same thing in 
another case. The papers had tried the case 
and found Cleary guilt. 

THERE THEY ARB! 

Mr. Shafer spoke fn terms of bitter invective 
against the proprietor of a morning paper of 
this city. He was brought to a stop by the 
sharp sound of the gavel. The Court said that 
the jurors knew nothing of the newspaper as- 
sanits, and the counsel must desist. 

Mr. Shafer then returned to the charge with 
ashout: ‘‘Every paper in the — said in 
flaming headlines yesterday, ‘Katie Metz sus- 
tained.’ 

‘*You know how it was sustained. How she 
could remember five faces seen at dark for 
two and a balf years, but could not remember 
the names of the families she had served.’”’ 

Then furiously turning upon the rt hpee re- 
porters, around the table, the advocate yelled 
‘‘There they are! There they are! There are 
the burning geniuses of the press. There is 
not one of them you would truss if your 
house—except the fat man.’’ 

The three or four fleshy quill pushers at the 
table, each taking this to himself, blushed 
confusedly. 

Mr. Shafer held up the illustrated paper 
with the picture of the ‘‘boodlers.’’ 

He said that Jaehne bad a face notgasily for- 
gotten. Katie did not identify Jaehne. It 
was not necessary. Hewas inprison, Her 
mind was not prepared by the ‘‘Immaculate 
Purdy’’ torecognizeJaehne. She did recog- 
nize the unconvicted Cleary. Mr. Shafer 
spoke nearly two hours.

A Novel Method of Beating the Prohibition- 
ists—Notes and Personals. 


-A number of years ago the Board of 
Trustees of Marissa, three miles from this 
piace, passeda local prohibition ordinance. 
There has always been a strong opposition to 
its enforcement, but the temperance 
people being in the majority they 
have always succeeded in electing 
as trustees men who were in 


favor of prohibition. There was nothing for 
the devotees of Bacchus to do but grin and 
bear it, but although they did not say much 
they thought a great deal and much 
thinking was finally productive of an 
idea which will relieve them from the op- 
pression which they have go0 long borne. 
During the eurly partof last week «a canvass 
was made of the village for the purpose 
of ascertaining the exact number of 
voters who were in favor of i. ~»pro- 
hibition and the number of those opposed to 
it. The result of the canvass was thatthe ad- 
vocates of temperance were found. to beina 
majority by just fourteen votes. According to 
aState law, thirty days residence in a 
place gives a mana right to vote, so on Satur- 
day the opponents of prohibition brought 
into Marissa ftifteen men, and provided them 
all with lucrative employment.

DESTRUCTION OF THE FAMOUS CHAUTAU- 
QUA ASSEMBLY GROUNDS. 


About Fifty Buildings Burned—Loss, $125,- 
000—Burning of the Grand Central 
Theater at Troy, N. Y¥.—An Incendiary’s 
Work — Private Residence Burned — 
Fires. 


JAMESTOWN, N. Y., March 21.—The fire at 
the Chautauqua Assembly grounds early this 
morning destroyed eighty buildings, includ- 
ing several large boarding-houses, among 
them the Eckert and Parkhurst and Alling 
houses. The total loss will probably exceed 
$100,000. The fire started shortly before mid- 
night in the Curtiss cottage, on Simpson ave- 
nuc, lt was caused by a defective flue. 
The buildings and cottages are 
of wood, and are close’ .together. 
The fire spread rapidly to the 


adjoining cottages and the lack of fire appa- 
ratus and the scurcity fi help favored the 
flames. About sixty families remain on the 
rounds during the wiuter season. Citizens 
rom Mayville and the surrounding towns ar- 
rived on the scene and greatly aided the resi- 
dents. The fire swept everything before it, 


avenues from the Auditorium to the Hotel 
Athenaeum. It was with great difficulty 
that the hotel was saved. The ab- 
sence of a high wind alone saved 
from destruction tne large and costly struct- 
ure. The Fire Departments at mys 4 Erie 
and other cities were telegraphed for, but the 
Corry department only responded. A special 
train was run from that city to Mayville. The 
heroic work of the winter residents and 
farmers from the surrounding countfy un- 
doubtedly prevented the destruction of the 
entire assembly with its costly buildings 
and the cottuges from total destruction. 
All the cottages and boarding-houses in 
the burned district were furnished and 
equipped and verwlittie furniture was saved. 
Many of the burned cottages on Simpson ave- 
nue were rebuilt last year. This was the moat 
fashionable avenue of the grounds. ‘The cot- 
tages cost from $2,000 to $15,000 each. The loss 
is divided as follows: Thirty-six buildings on 
Simpson avenue, twenty-four buildings on 
Summerfield avenue, six cottages on Terrace 
avenue and three on Hedding avenue. The 
magnificent forest trees shading the streets 
were burned and destroyed. 

The fire last night burned all the cottages on 
Simpson and Summerfield avenues and part 
of those on Palestine avenue—filty-five cot- 
tages inall with their contents, ata loss of 
$125,000. The fire originated in the Curtiss 
cottage from a defective chimney. Among 
the cottages destroyed were those belonging 
to the following persons: Dr. Ballard of 
Bradford, the finest cottage on the grounds; 
Judge Whitmore of Warren, Pa.; Mrs. Martin 
of Maysville; Mrs. Ecker of Jamestown; Mrs. 
Dickens of Jamestown; Mrs. Briggs of Lafay- 
ette, Ind.; Mrs. J. Cook. Ohio; Rev. William 
White of Panama, N. Y.; Rev. J. E. Chavir of 
Westfield (two cottages); H. H. Moore of 
Chautauqua; Mrs. Burnell of Jamestown (three 
cottages); Miss A. Cummings of Chautauqua; 
Mr. Fassett of Franklin, Pa. 

Six cottages on Asbury avenue were de- 
stroyed in addition to those already reported. 
Among the additional losses are the following: 
The cottages of Mrs. Carnahan, Rev. Good- 
rich, Rev. Kimberlake, the Heath cottage, 
Mrs. Gibbons, L. T. Neal and R. M. Smith. 
The only means of fighting the fire was with 
axes and buckets, and many of the residents 
fought the flames untilthey were prostrated. 


The Grand Central Theater Burned. 


Troy, N. Y., March 21.—The Grand Central 
Theater, corner of Broadway and Fourth 
street, was destroyed by fire at 2o0’clock this 
morning. The lossis3 $11,000, insurance $8,000. 


The department had just responded to an 
alarm forafire on the dock at J. Onderkirk’s 
rag storehouse, which was burned out, causing 
aloss of about $7,000; partiv insured. The 
theater fire threatened the adjoining build- 
ings, but good work by the firemen prevented 
aserious conflagration. Several persons re- 
siding nearthe theater heard an explosion at 
the time the flames broke out. here had 
been no fire or lightin the building sinceé4 
o'clock yesterday afternoon. It is thought 
that the Onderkirk fire was of incendiary 
origin. The Grand Central Theater was de- 
stroyed by flre in December, 1881, and was re- 
built the following year. The building was 
owned by Zephf MaGill and leased by Peter 
Gurley.

Over the Arrest of Father Keller. 


NEW YORK, March 21.—Nothing that has oc- 
curred in Ireland for along time has been 
heard of bythe Irish-American element “in 
this city with such feelings of indignation as 
the news of Father Keller’s arrest and im- 
prisonment in Kilmainham Jail in Dublin. 
Home Rulers, Fenians, and Land Leaguers 
were spoken to and they were all of the opin- 


ion thatif the Tories continue this course of 
exasperating the people, even though they 
should never introduce a coercion bill, Glad- 
stone’s prediction will be verified in the aa- 
vent of civil war... Civil Justice John Henry 
McCarthy, President of the St. Patrick’s Ciub, 
was asked: 

‘*What effect will the arrest of Father Keller 
have?’’ 

The Justice replied: ‘‘It is easy to see that 
this folly of the Tories will quicken the arrival 
of long-wished-for home-rule. It will set 
aflame the enthusiasm in this country once 
more, and money will again be sent across to 
our struggling people, if money should be 
demanded, and men will be sent across too, 
if it should be necessary, andi am beginning 
to fear that it will be necessary.’’ 

John J. Delaney, President of the Municipal 
Council of the Irish National League, who be- 
lieves in League methods, ana has for a lon 
time, says he is beginning to feel shaky. * I 
think,’’ he said seriously, ‘‘that Ireland will 
have to fight for home rule, and that the soon- 
er we make England understand that fact, the 
quicker we wilt get it.’’ 


‘‘Will Father Keller’s arrest weaken the

a a adhe emphatically, ‘‘but it will 


strengthen the League and make it a more ag- 
gressive, more revolutionary organization.’’ 
Michael Gillen, Vice-President of the Home 
Rule Club, said: ‘‘Idonot admit that Father 
Kellar broke thelaw. Lawis the expression 
of the will of a people, and judged by this 
standard there never was and is not now any 
law in Ireland.’’ 

‘*Do you believe in Parnell?’’ ' 

‘*Certainly Ido, and regard himas one of 
the greatest Irishmen of the century, but 
what can a thousand Parnells do if they begin 
to imprison our beloved priests. This thing 
will have to cease, or there will betwo kinds 
of music.’’ 

The Rev. J. P. O’Boyle of St. Mary’s Hos- 
pital, Brooklyn, who himself was threatened 
with arrest in Ireland during the regime of 
Chief Secretary Forster, rubbed his hands 
joyously as he asserted that the arrest of

A VAST WORK. 


The Manitoba Western €xtension to Be 
Built by Electric Light. 


ST. PAUL, Minn., March 21.—The Manitoba 
Railroad will execute the greatest feat in con- 
struction in 1887 that has ever been accom- 
plished in this country, and itis no less than 
the partial building of the road by elec- 
tric light. The following information 


was obtained from Genera) Manayer Manvel of 
the road: Itis proposed to Duild 580 miles 
from the western end of the Manitoba road 
to Great Falls, Mont., and ninety miles from 
Great Falls to Helena. This extraordinary 
step is made necessary because of delay 
caused by negotiations with the Northern 
Pacific Railroad. This latter road, which was 
the only one that could transport steel rails 
to the other end of the proposed route, soas 
toenable the Manitoba to build from both 
ends atthe same time, placed such a heavy 
freight upon the transportation of the rails 
that it amounted to a prohibition. The con- 
tract has been letforthe whole work, which 
stipulates that it shall be completed on or 
before November 23 next. In order 
that this may be accomplished the services of 
more than ve thousand graders will be re- 
quired, and in laying steelthe contractors 
propose to use asteam track-laying machine 
and employ three separate crews of men, who 
will work eight hours each day, using 
electric lights at night, which, it is ex- 
pected, will enable them to complete five 
miles per day. In this way this vast work 
wili be done, and the Manitoba will have ad- 
vanced its western terminus to within 750 
miles of the Pacific coast. In addition to 
graders and track layers large crowds of men 
willbe required to build bridges, culverts, 
water tanks, stations, telegraph lines, ete.

THE UNFORTUNATE OCCURRENCE. 

Young Seligman and his attendant were 
stopping atthe San Marco Hotel. Saturday 
night the following dispatch was received in 
the office of the Times-Union, a Jacksonville 
paper, dated St. Augustine: 

‘*Suppress everything relating to W. Selig- 
man’s attempt to take his life, Soth in your 
paper and Asgociated Press. I will send you 
25. D. P, RUMSAY.’’ 

The Times-Union published the dispatch 
with the editorial commentthat it would pay 
Mr. Rumsay $25 for full details of the shooting. 
Friends of the Seligman family, spending the 
winter in Florida, were startied atthe news 
and they at once began to make inquires. All 
that could be learned from Rumsay was that 
young Seligman and himself were together in 
the hotel Saturday evening, and that Seligman 
was carelessly handling arevoiver. Some how 
the weapon was accidentally discharged, but 
the bullet hit the young man in the left temple 
—— along the scalp and cutting an ugly 

ut not dangerous wound. A physician was 
called, the injuries dressed, and the family in 
this city notified. The facts as telegraphed last 
night are as follows: 

AN ACCIDENT. 

ST. AUGUSTINE, March 20.—The shooting of 
Washington Seligman was, 80 far as can be 
learned, purely an accident. The young man 
had been at the San Marco for about two 
weeks. While there he met Mr. Rumsay, who 
was with Mr. Seligman at the time of the ac- 
cident. They had been examining a revolver, 
and Mr. Seligman was replacing the weapon 
in the case when it went off. Mr. Seligman’s 
injuries are. not serious. He will re- 
main at the hotel for some days, 
or until his friends come for him. 
The exciting circumstances of the shooting 
have had asomewhat unfavorable effect on Mr. 
Seligman’s mind, and he will be carefuily 
watched until some one arrives to take charge 
ofhim. The current report here is still that 
the young man had become despondent and 
had tried to take his life, but the facts given 
by the only one competent to speak with 
authority do not bear out publicrumor. The 

hysician who attended the young man abso- 
futely refuses to say a word about tne case.

A MUCH-TRIED CASE, 


Otto L. Dierberger Faces a Jury Again 
Charged with Murder. 


The case of Otto L. Dierberger, charged 
with the murder of John Horn, was called for 
trial in the Criminal Court this morning, 
Shortly afyer court opened Judge Thomas of 
Jefferson County, who had been called into 
try the case, made his appearance in the 
court-room, grip in hand. Judge Normile was 
attorney for Dierberger at the first trial of 


the case and this disyualified him 
from sitting as judge in the 
hence the calling of Fates Thomas. The 
latter is a rather miid-looking gentleman with 
afull gray beard, and walks withaiimp. He 
has the reputation of being about as able a 
judge asthere is inthe Stute, anditfs said 
that he has never been reversed by the State 
Supreme Court. 

Judge Normile escorted him tothe bench and 
then introduced him to the attorneys in the 
case as follows: ‘‘Gentlemen, allow me to in- 
troduce Judge Thomas, who will try the case 
of the State vs. Dierberger, owing to my dis- 
qualification.’’ The new judge then in- 
quired if the gentlemen were ready to 
xO On with the trial of the case. 
The State was, and Judge Simmons, for the 
defense, stated that he had not seen Dierberger 
since Saturday and that he understood that 
ex-Gov. Johngon, who was the senior attorne 
in the case, was on his way to the building. x 
few minutes later Mr. Johnson arrived, and 
after a short consultation with his associate 
counsel, he announced that the defense were 
also ready fortrial. The work of impaneling 
a jury was then proceeded with. 

THE KILLING. 

Dierberger was a saloon-keeper on the Man- 
chester road, near Rock Springs, and previous 
to the murder was prominently identified with 
local politics as a ward-worker. The murder 
occurred on a Market street car about 1 
o’clock on the morning of May 25, 1883. 
Horn, a young Englishman, was returning 
with his wife and a friend from down town, 
where they had been to a celebration of the 
Queen’s birthday. A dispute occurred be- 
tween him and some other parties on the car 
in regard to the distance between Man- 
chester and Liverpool. The dispute arose 
first between a man named Jackson, who 
boarded at Horn’s nouse, and the car driver. 
Dierberger, who was in the car, ordered them 
to stop their taik and stated that he was an 
officer. He took hold of Jackson and started 
from the car with him, claiming he was a con- 
stable and intended to arrest him. -Hormtold 
Dierberger that the latter was not a constable 
and struck at him. Then the alleged officer 
drew a revolver and shot the young English- 
man in the neck, inflicting an injury which 
caused death aimost instantly. 

On September 21, 1888, Dierberger was ad- 
mitted to bail in the sum of $20,000. He was 
convicted of murder in the first dezree Febru- 
ary 15, 1884, and was granted a new trial June 
10, 1854. On September 26 of the same year 
he was convictcd of murder fin the second de- 
gztee and given a life sentence in 
the Penitentiary—twenty-five years. The 
cas@ was appeaied to the State Supreme 
Court, where it was reversed on the 
ground that the Court should have instructed 
the jury that Dierbergar was a constable, 
While he had never filed his commission as 
a deputy constable, he had been given one by 
Constable Friese, and while this may not have 
constituted hima legal constabk, the Supreme 
Court heid that he probably imagined that it 
did and bad aright to be considered a con- 
stable in the trial of the case. 

After forty-seven jurors have been impan- 
neied, the defense will take their forty-eight 
hours in which to make their challenges. 


THE MILLER CASE. 


A Heavy Broadside Fired at Attorney-Gen- 
eral Garland. 


NEW YoOrRK, March 21.—The Herald this 
morning says: Itis difficult to read with pas 
tience the story our Washington correspon- 
dent sends us of the case of ‘‘The Northern 
Pacific Railroad vs. GuilfordJlilier,’’ in which 
Attorney-General Gariand, on Saturday, gave 
an opinion in favor of the corporation and

INTERNAL DISSENSIONS. 


HARRY J. SKIFFINGTON’S OPINION OF THE 
K. OF L. SOREHEADS. 


Reaction from Mushroom Growth — A 
Healthy Boom Now in Progress—The 
Headquarters in Philadeiphia — A 
Haunted House Bought for a Song— 
Local Charges Against Members of the 
Executive Board—Labor Papers. 


Harry J. Skiffington of Philadelphia, a Rep- 
resentative of the National Council of Leather 
Workers, is atthe St. James. Heis here on 
private business, and to aid, if possible,in the 
settlement of the shoemakers’ strikes now in 
progress in St. Louis. The strikes are small 
aifairs, and include the forces of three facto- 
ries. ‘‘I shall meet the men Wednesday even- 
ing,’’ he said, ‘‘and try to learn 
their causes for striking. I am not 
& member of the National Council 
and never willbe. Iam acting as its agent 
simply. I was coming West on private busi- 
ness and this matterin St. Louis was put in 
my hands. AllIshall do, probably, will be to 
report the facts as I find them to the National 
Council, and on that a decision will be made 
to aid the strikers, or they will be advised to 
return to work.’’ 

‘‘Isthere any connection between the Na- 
tional Council and the Knights of Labor?’’ 

‘‘Itis a part of that organization. In order 
to be represented in the Council the shoe- 
makers must be members of Local Assemblies 
K. of L. This Council controls the assemblies, 
as far as it can, relieving the Executive 
Board K. of L. of much work that would other- 
wise fall upon it. The leather- 
workers are very well organized all 


over the country and need this kind of home 
rule. When the Council is swamped it asks 
the Executive Board to help it out. We have 
been organizing as rapidly as prudence justi- 
fied and have now a very firm association. 
When the order was sent out by the 
EXECUTIVE BOARD 

of the Knights of Labor last spring pro- 
hibiting the formation of any 
more assemblies for forty days, our 
Council enforced .it rigidly and wenttwenty 
days better, adding a prohibition against the 
initiation of new members for that period in 
existing assemblies. Inthis way we pgevented 
the initiation of a large number of men who 
would be in to-day and out to-morrow. Riff- 
raff that would do the organization no 
good. There is no doubt but that the 
policy before that time of adinit- 
ting all who applied, and the mistakes 
ofthe Southwest strike last spring greatly 
weakened the order. There wasa strong re- 
action, which culminated In the troubles of 
the Richmond Convention. Lately I have 
been about among the assemblies « great deal 
and have found the reaction is over anda 
healthy growth has begun again. I think the 
order is ona firmer foundation now than it 
ever was before.’’ 

‘*In spite of the dissensions over the pur- 
chase of the magnificent headguartgrs in Phil- 
adelphia?’’ was sugwested. 

‘*‘Now, that is something the people who 
have been objecting to don’t know anything 
about. The house cost $45,000 with nearly all 
the furniture it contained. it has thirty-one 
rooms, tapestry on the walls, veivet carpets, 
hand-made lace curtains and a large, roumy 
stable in the rear of the house tbat 
only needs a wood floor instead of flags to 
muke it an excellent place for a printing oflice. 
This house is only two blocks from the bDuiid- 
ing erected by the Brickiayers’ Unions of Phil- 
adelphia, which occupies half the ground of 
our headquarters andcost the unions, $42,000. 
The K. of L. building belonged to the widow 
of Matthew Buird. She is worth $8,000,000, 
and after her husband’s death took a 
dislike to the house. There was 
talk of Matthews’ ghost walking there at 
night, and so she puta plank on the fence 
giving notice the house was for saie, ‘in- 
quire inside.’ To any one who called for 
particulars she would ask ‘have you $65,000 in 
cash to pay for the house as it stands?’ No, 
they hadn’tsomuch. ‘Well, there ig so use 
of talking then,’ she would say. 

A. A. CARLETON 
of the Executive Board heard of the place and 
went tosee Mrs. Buird. Sheagreed to take 
$45,000 cash; but before the bargain was closed 
a number of Knights were asked by the board 
to look atthe place and give their opinions as 
to the advisability of buyingit. I was among 
them, and said, as did the others, that it waa 
the cheapest building in Philadelphia. A real 
estate agent offered Carleton $10,000 for his 
bargain, and said he knew where he 
could clear $5,000 immediately on the deal. 
Carleton refused his offer, and we have the 
magnificient place fer headquarters. There 
ia no reason why we should not have it. The 
value of the place is greater than the sum paid 
for it, 80 no charge of extravagance can stand. 
Velvet carpets won’t hurt our feet, 
nor tapestries our eyes. There 
are & jot of soreheads in the 
order who don’t like some things. I was 
one of the soreheads atthe Richmond Con- 
vention, but the attacks made upon the char- 
acter of Powderly and the board drove me to 
their side. You hive soreheads out here, 
men who were incapable of attending 
to their duties and were not. trusted. 
Since 1 have been here they have 
been telling me about the con- 
duct of members of the Execu- 
tive Board and imputing dishonesty 
to those men. There are some men on that 
board Ido not like, but I do not think any of 
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office to-morrow evening. The first payment 
on shares will be made next Monday.

Reference of the Simon-Hill Suit—A Curious 
Reply—To-Vay’s Decision. 


Judge Lubke has sustained the motion for 
the appointment of areferee in the suit of 
Catherine J. Simon against Britton A, Hill. A 
voluminous cross-bill was entered by Mr. 
Hill, involving a large amountof accounting 
testimony. Mrs. Simon sues for $3,750 on ac- 
count ofatrust. Henry Simon, her husband, 
appointed B. A. Hill her trustee in respect of 


property located on Second Carondelet ave- 
nue south ofthe garden and brewery known 
at one time as Christian Staehlin’s. The 
abe ny was subsequently conveyed to Mr. 
staehlin on payments by instalment. The 
trustee’s cross-bill cails for judgments against 
the plaintiff in excess of the amount 
claimed by her. He alleges’ that 
he paid the taxes on the prop- 
erty, redeemed it from a_e tax-sale, 
made repeated advances of cash in large sums 
and released several notes and a chattel 
mortgage on the plaintiff’s household furni- 
ture, besides defrayin bills for various 
amounts for groceries, Gry goods, household 
supplies, jewelry, champagne and cigars. Mr. 
Hill alleges furthermore that he is entitled to 
liens upon the real estate of the plaintiff lo- 
cated on South Sixth street, property acquired 
by the proceeds of the trust. 

A replication to the cross-bill of Mr. Hill was 
filed in Mrs. Simon’s behalf by her attorney, 
in which the following appears: ‘‘She denies 
ali the allegations in the answer and cross- bill, 
and further says that she hadtwo children, of 
whom the defendant (Hill) herein was the 
father, and that any money or property which 
the plaintiff received from said defendant dur- 
ing the times mentioned were given for the 
support and maintenance of the said children 
and for no other purpose whatever.’’ The se- 
lection of the referee in this case has not yet 
been made. 


The MecNeary Suit. 


Judge Valliant to-day rendered a decision 
in the family suit of Thos. McNeary of Unrig’s 
Cave vs. Jonn F. McNeary and others. In the 
partition of real estate among tenants in com- 


mon, if itappear that while one of them was 
aminor the others executed a mortgage on 
the property the proceeds of which went to 
improvement of the whole estate, sothat the 
minor would receive in his share the benefit of 
the mortgage, his share should be charged not 
exactly withan equal part of the mortgage 
unless it appears thatthe benefit to the estate 
was equal to or greater than the whole debt, 
but with so much thereof as his share has been 
actually benefited. The Court does notthink, 
however, that the evidence in this case estab- 
lishes with sguflicient certainty that any of the 
mortgage debt went tothe ipprovement of the 
property. Thos. McNeary Stated thathe did 
not know what was done with the money, but 
he supposed that the family lived upon it, and 
that street improvemerts were paid out of it. 
The building on the property was erected with 
hisown money. Theexpense account showed 
that the street improvements were paid out of 
the rents of the property; and the interest on 
the mortgage was paid cut of the rents. The 
minor’s share of the rents was used to pay in- 
terest on adebtfor which he was not liable. 
The exceptions to the rcferee’s report are sus- 
tained,

A Mistinderstanding. 


A decision in the case of L. C. Bulkley vs. N. 
R. Wall was rendered to-day by Judge Val- 
liant. Onthe vital questions in the case the 
only evidence adduced is the statement of the 
plaintiff and the statement of the defendant, 
which essentially contradict each other, There 
was a misunderstanding, and the Court is not 
justified In that state of the evidence in decid- 
ing Which understood it right.

A VERY SICK MAN. 


WASHINGTON’S NEW RECORDER OF DEEDS 
PROBABLY ON HIS DEATH-BED., 


Prostrated With a Congestive Chill—The 
Bill of Expenses of the Naval Academy 
Board of Visitors—Mr. Crapo Declines— 
Some Queer Applicants for Appoint- 
ments.

WASHINGTON, D. C©., March 21.—Recorder 
Trotter lies ill at his residence with an acute 
attack of pneumonia. He was prostrated Fri- 
day morning with a congestive chill, exnibit- 
ing the most alarming symptoms. Dr. Rey- 
burn was at once called in and pronounced his 
condition critical. During the day he grew 
worse and at evening was delirious and did 
not recognize his attendant. Saturday morn- 
lag Dr. Cook was called in for consultation 
and at once agreed with Dr. Revburn 
that Mrs. Trotter should be summoned 
without delay. She arrived yesterday 
afternoon. Dr. Reyburn said last 
evening: ‘‘Mr. Trotter is very low. In his 
close application to the duties of his office he 
has seriously overtaxed himself, and his en- 
feebled condition does not offer much resist- 
ance tothe progress of the disease. I have 
hopes of his recovery, but he is a very sick 
man, and his convaijescence must necessarily 
be slow.’’ At midnight last night Dr. Rey- 
burn left Mr. Trotter’s bedside. He said: 
‘‘My patient, I regret to say, has 
grown rapidly worse since morn- 
ing. He now ilies in a raging fever, 


and, though rational, his condition justifies 
the gravest apprehensions. The inflamation, 
which was at first local, has spread with unus- 
ual rapidity. While I do not give up hope of 
his ultimate recovery, only the most unre- 
mitting care and attention will bring him 
through. Besidesthe nurse, Mrs. Trotter alone 
is permitted to enter the sick-room. She is

The Expenses of the Board of Visitors to 
the Naval Academy.

bottles Hennessy brandy, $7.50: 8 cases 
whisky, $60: Chilling sherry, $50; claret, $28; 
beer, $1.52; 250 Bouquet cigars, $40; 100 Reina 
Virtorias. $22; 300 Londres cigars, $89; 100 
Conchas, $5.50, 2 cases Pommery sec wine, $58.

The Fine Address of Prof. Bertrand at Pil- 
grim Church Yesterday. 


Imported talent furnished St. Louis with 
two excellent religious addresses yesterday. 
In the morning at Memorial Hal) Felix Adler 
presented the claims of the Ethical Culture 
Society to the attention of thoughtful people.

He told many anecdotes, vividly 
jllustrating the influence of thé Huguenots on 
the German Army.

Dwelling on the religious aspect 
of the nation, he censidered the disasters that 
have befallen the Wation as a visitation of 
Providence for the elty of the revocation.

A PECULIAR CASE. 


A Disappointed Lover Sues His Sweetheart’s 
Father for $10,000 Damages.

NEW YorxK, March 21.—On the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas calendar for this week is a case, 
which, if old lawyers tell the facts, is without 
aparalicl. Itis known as ‘*No. 1,980, Stein- 
man vs. Isaacs,’’ and promises some very 
strange developments.

LORD RANDOLPH CHURCHILL.

A Stirring Appeal to the Young English 
Statesman to Aid Gladstone in Redress- 
ing Ireland’s Wrongs — The Attitude 
and Policy of the Tory Government Se- 
verely Criticised. 


NEw YORK, March 21.--The Herald publishes 
the following: 
St. MICHAEL’S PALACE, 
Toronto, March 18, 1887. 
To the Editor of the Herald: 


I send you my letter to Lord Churchill, ask- 
ing youto publish it. Yours, 
JOHN JOSEPH LYNCH, 
Archbishop of Toronto. 


To the Rt. Hon. Randolph Churchill: 

My DEAR LORD CHURCHILL — You must 
recollect a prelate from Canada who paida 
visit to the Vice-Regal Lodge at Dublin in 1879, 
to thank your noble and venerable motlier, 
the Wuchess of Mariborough, for her kind- 
ness, liberality and charity toward the starv- 
ing Irish. I had the honor then ofa short ac- 
quaintance with your Lordship. 

On that occasion I predicted you would be- 
come a great statesman. The twinkling of 
your brilliant eyes, however, portrayed you 
would bea little restive for a few years. I 
have assiduously watched your course since 
then, some times with regret (Beifast) at other 
times with joy, but always with great hope. 
The motives of your resigning a very honor- 
able and important poat in the Cabinet of Eng- 
land proved the honor, valorand self-respect 
ofa great mind. Your motto appears to be 

‘*FIAT JUSTITIA RUAT C@&LUM.’’ 

On this noble disposition of yours I depend 
much. , 

Now, my dear Lord Randolph, the object of 
this letter is to beg you to study the Irish 
question rootand branch, notinthe spirit of 
party; but ‘‘justice to all men.’’ Iam confi- 
dent, from your character of uprightness and 
honor, that you will, even for this once, join 
Mr. Gladstone and bring peace and prosperity 
to Ireland, and effecta more stable union be- 
tween England and Ireland. Your lordship 
cannot but feel the disgraceful contra- 
diction involved in the present attitude of the 
British Parliament toward Ireland, and no 
wonder you are away from itatpresent. On 
the other hand, admitting the injustice of the 
landlords’ exactions and the utter. inability of 
the tenants to meet them (in consequence of 
the low prices of produce), the British House 
passes a law appointing a commission to reg- 
ulate rents, which resuits in their being 
reduced in many instances to one-half or one- 
third of theirformer amount.

BATTLE WITH A MANIAC 


A Young Englishman Attempts Suicide in 
the ¥. M. C. A. Booms at Chicago. 


CHIcaGoO, Ill., March 21.—Maxwell Ernest 
Virgo, a young Englishman, 23 years of age, 
caused an exciting scene in the office of A. T. 
Hemingway, Secretary of the Young Men’s 
Christian Associatioa, yesterday afternoon. 
Virgo has been known to the officers of the 
Association for three years past, frequently 
calling onthem formoral assistance in sup- 


pressing a seemingly unconquerable desire, 
on his part, to waste his substance at games of 
chance. Yesterday he appeared very much 
dejected, and toid Secretary Hemingway 
that things were going against him and he had 
determined to do away with himself. Uem- 
ingway invited Virgo into his private office to 
argue with him. Once inside Virgo braced 
himself up against the doorand suddenly de- 
veloped into araving maniac. He drew from 
his overcoat pocket a bottle of muriatic acid, 
which he flourished wildly about his head, 
while violently vociferating a farewell to the 
world. Secretary Hemingway sprang to 
Virgo’s side and attempted to wrest 
the drug from Virgo’s grasp, but he 
found the madman possessec of superhuman 
strength. He grasped the secretary about the 
body and was forcing him through a three- 
story window, when T. C. Helmick came to 
his rescue. The window was broken in the 
struggle. Virgo broke away, and was ahout 
to drink the acid when Mr. Hemingway dashed 
the bottle from his hands. The acid flew 
about the room, staining clothing, furni- 
ture, and carpets. Mr. Hemingway and Mr. 
Helmick were both slightly burned. A great 
portion of it fell on Virgo’s face, burning it in 
a frightful manner. He succeeded in swal- 
lowing some of the powerful stuff. His tongue 
and palate were badly burned and bDilistered. 
Another desperate struggle ensued between 
the maniac, the secretaries and other attend- 
ants of the library, Virgo fighting like an en- 
raged demon. ‘The police were summoned by 
telephone, anda couple of muscular officers 
managed to carry Virgo to a patrol wagon, in 
which he was taken to the County Hospital. 
The physicians there say Virgo is in a bad 
way, but may recover. eis a member of a 
well-to-do English family.
